Index of British and Irish Manufacturers to be compiled by the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence is compiling an Index or 
Directory of British and Irish manufacturers, which it is proposed to 
forward to Trade Commissioners, Consular Officers, and other Correspon- 
dents of the Cepartment abroad, for their own use in dealing with enquiries 
which they may receive for the supply of British and Irish goods, both now 
and for delivery after the war. <A large number of firms have already 
supplied information as to their products to the Department, but before 
transmitting this information abroad it is desired that all mannfacturers in 
the United Kingdom interested in the export trade should have an oppor- 
tunity of applying for the inclusion of their names in this Index. The 
Department is now compiling the sections of the Index dealing with the 
following trades :— 


(1) China and earthenware trades. 
(2) Glass trade. 
(3) Basketwares. 
(4) Woodwares. 
(5) Brush trade. 


Manufacturers in these trades in the United Kingdom are invited to 
supply in letter form— 


(a) a detailed list of the articles they manufacture for export ; 

(b) a list of the foreign and colonial markets in which they are more 
especially interested ; 

(c) the names and addresses of their overseas agents ; 

(d) terms of business, such as, whether their trade is done direct with 
buyers or agents abroad, or through merchants or agents 
established in the United Kingdom; and 

(e) any other information likely to be of use in enabling enquiries 
from persons desirous of purchasing goods in the United Kingdom 
to be dealt with adequately,

Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential inform- 
ation as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
may, upon application, have their names placed on a Special Register at the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received from His 
Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in 
the British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other parts of 
the Empire, and from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, 
supplemented by information frora other sources available to the Depart- 
ment of Commercial Intelligence. 

Firms inscrikted on the Register may indicate the particular lines of trade 
to which the information to be sent to them should relate, and a classified 
list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration with this object. 
During 1916, 575 separate circulars were isduied (to the number of 128,662 
copies) to firms on the Special Register interested in the particular branches 
of trade to which the circulars related. 

A small charge is made for the service, which includes the reqular supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal.” Firms whose names are inscribed on the 
Register are required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, 7, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 1. 

The “Journal” itself contains information as to openings for British 
trade abroad and as to other matters of interest to British traders generally. 
Information published in it is not repeated by circular to firms whose names 
are on the Special Register; the confidential information communicated to 
the latter is confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published 
in the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names inscribed on 
the Special Register should apply in writing to the Comptroller-General of 
the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C. 2, for the necessary form of application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Trade.

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GOVERNMENT NOTICES AFFECTING 
TRADE. 


EXPORTS OF COAL. 


The Coal Exports Committee directs the attention of coal exporters and 
others to the fact that the Order-of-Council issued on 27th November 
prohibits on and after 7th December the export of coal to ail British desti- 
nations abroad except under licence. [Firms wishing to ship coal to such 
destinations after 6th December should therefore apply on the proper forms 
(which can be obtained from the Collectors of Customs at the coal ports, or 
from the War Trade Department (Coal Division), 3, Central Buildings, West- 
minster, 8.W. 1) for the necessary licences, in the same way as in the case of 
shipments to Allied and neutral countries. 





Correction. 


In the reprint of the Order-of-Council referred to above, which appeared 
on pp. 416-9 of last week’s issue of the *‘ Board of Trade Journal,” the date 
3rd December in the passage relating to coal exports should have been 7th 
December. 





PROHIBITED EXPORTS. 


Lists Available. 

The Department of Commercial Intelligence has received from the War 
Trade Department a number of copies of the List of goods (complete to date), 
the export of which from the United Kingdom to certain or all destinations 
is prohibited. British firms may obtain gratis copies of the List on 
application, either personally or by letter, to the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. In making written application, envelopes should be marked 
“ Prohibited Exports.” 


PARCEL POST FOR ITALY. 


The Postmaster General announces that parcels can again be accepted tor 
transmission to Italy, except those for civil addresses in the Provinces of 
Udine, Vicenza, Treviso, Padua, Venice, and Belluno. 


FURTHER CONTROL OF TIMBER. 


Maximum Prices Fixed: Prohibition of Exports from Ireland. 

The Board of Trade announce two important Orders under the Defence of 
the Realm Acts. The first is published in the “ London Gazette” of 4th 
December, and fixes maximum prices for home-grown timber at all stages 
from the standing tree to the plank, and the second prohibits the export of 
native timber from Ireland without a permit, for which application must be 
made to the Assistant Controller of Timber Supplies (Ireland), 6, Hume 
Street, Dublin. 

It is emphasised that, as regards standing timber, the maximum prices 
are intended to apply to timber of the best quality in the most accessible 
positions. Prices for other timber should be based upon the maximum 
rates, having regard to the usual factors of quality, accessibility, haulage 
and other conditions. 

The maximum prices per cubic foot fixed by the Order for standing trees 
are: larch, ls. 4d.; Scots pine and Douglas fir, 1ld.; spruce and other firs. 
10d.; ash, selected for aeroplane purposes, 5s.; ash for other purposes, 3s. ; 
ash of inferior descriptions, ls. 6d.; oak, well-grown selected trees, 3s. 3d.; 
oak, well-grown whole parcels, 2s. 3d.; oak of inferior descriptions, ls. 3d. ; 
sycamore and hornbeam, 2s.; Spanish chestnut, ls.; selected trees, 2s. : 
beech, ls. 6d.; poplar, alder, and lime, 1s. 3d.; elm, ls.; and other common 
hardwoods, ls. For timber felled and trimmed lying in the wood these 
prices may be increased up to 10 per cent. 

The Order also fixes maximum prices for timber in the round, sawn, or 
converted, and cancels the Home-Grown Timber Prices (Great Britain) Order 
of 4th July last, which dealt only with certain sizes of converted home-grown 
softwood.

WITHDRAWAL OF RESTRICTION ON SALES OF MAHOGANY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 441 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 30th August last relative to the requisition of stocks of mahogany and 
American walnut, it is notified by the Controller of Timber Supplies that, 
following on the notification on the subject issued on 7th September (see 
p. 508 of the “ Journal” of 13th September), the restriction on sales of all 
kinds of mahogany is withdrawn until further notice.

STANDARDISATION OF PETROL GAUZE. 


The Controller, Department of Aeronautical Supplies, Air Board Office, 
announces that considerable trouble and delay has been experienced in 
obtaining a regular supply of petrol gauze, primarily due to the fact that 
dircraft contractors depended upon importation for the finer mesh required 
for this very important accessory of aeronautical engines, and it was found - 
that a wide variety of mesh was called for by different manufacturers, 
although they required the mesh for similar purposes, and in some cases it 
was very difficult to justify distinction. For instance, the difference in the 
width of the aperture betweeu 200-mesh gauze and 180-mesh gauze is only 
1-10,000th of an inch. 

There has been a tendency to call for meshes much finer than are justified 
by the conditions. This has resulted in the use of gauze which is much’ 
more fragile than is necessary or desirable. 

‘lo overcome this difficulty, the Air Board took the leading manufacturers 
of wire cloth into consultation, and the Royal Aircraft Factory experts made 
certain experiments, which has resulted in astandardised gauze being agreed 
upon. 

This will greatly facilitate manufacture, and will enable the material to be 
produced in Great Britain in adequate quantities to meet the demands from 
aircraft factories. The gauze will be known as “ Air Board Standard Petrol

RESTRICTIONS ON TRADING IN “WAR MATERIAL.” 
Steel Plates, etc. 


The Minister of Munitions has made an Order, dated 30th November, 
ordering that the “war material” to which Regulation 30a of the Defence 
of the Realm Regulations applies shall include the following :— 

Steel.—Slabs, plates, strips and pieces cut from plates, suitable for 
re-rolling. 
Steel—Plates, sheets and black plate, all open annealed produced in 
sheet mills. 
[Note.—The text of Regulation 30a was =e on p. 21 of the “ Board 
of “Trade Journal” of 7th ‘November, 1915, 
Notice of Amendment to General Permit of 1st November, 1916. 

With reference to the above Order of 30th November, the Minister of 
Munitions has issued a Notice to the effect that the General Permit of 
lst November, 1916, under the Orders of 7th July and 3lst October, 1916, 
will, with certain provisos, take effect as if the *‘ war material” specified in 
the new Order were included in the Order of 3lst October, 1916, and the 
material and prices specified in a Schedule to the Notice were specified in 
the Schedule to the Permit of lst November, 1916. 

The full text of the new Order, and of the addition to the General Permit, 
are published in the “ London Gazette” of 30th November. Copies of the 
official Intelligence Section of the “‘ Gazette’ may be obtained through the 
sources mentioned on the cover of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” price 83d.

THE SALE OF WASTE (WORSTED AND HOSIERY) 
NO. 2 ORDER, 1917. 

The Army Council have issued an Order, dated 24th November, to the 
effect that no person may after 30th November sell toany spinner or manu- 
facturer any laps or waste, or any blends or material wholly or partly composed 
thereof, without a permit issued by the Director of Wool Textile Production, 
or at prices exceeding those set out in a Schedule to the Order, or at such 
other prices as may be allowed by the Director. 

Permits issued by the Director are also required for sales for export of 
laps or waste, and the conversion of laps into tops. 

Deliveries of laps or waste in pursuance of contracts are governed by 
certain conditions. 

Persons having custody or control of laps or waste are to furnish such 
particulars as to their business as the Director may require. 

The Order, which came into force on Ist December, cancels the Sale of 
Waste (Worsted and Hosierv) Order, 1917. ;

USE OF OLIVE OIL IN PRODUCTION OF WOOLLEN AND 
WORSTED GOODS. 

The Army Council have made the following Order, under date 4th 
December :— 

1. No person, the business carried on by whom consists wholly or partly in 
the production or manufacture of woollen or worsted goods, shal], after 15th 
December, 1917, without a permit issued by or on behalt of the Director of 
Raw Materials, apply, or cause to be applied, any olive oil for the production 
of tops or yarn. 

2. No person hereinbefore defined shall, without a permit issued by or on 
behalf of the Director of Raw Materials, apply, or cause to be applied, any 
olive oil for the production of tops in quantities exceeding two-thirds of the 
standard recognised by the Bradford Conditioning House.

PROHIBITION OF PURCHASE OF SHEEPSKINS OR LAMBSKINS. 


An Order has been made, under date 29th November, by the Army Council 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations prohibiting the purchase, with- 
out the licence of the Director of Raw Materials, of sheepskins or lambskins 
of any description, other than that in respect of which the purchaser holds a 
licence to fellmonger. 





MADE-UP LEATHER GOODS. 


The Secretary of the War Office announces that in future no Priority 
Certificates will be issued by the War Office or the Ministry of Munitions 
for any made-up leather goods. Firms requiring such goods are at liberty 
to procure and fill in an ordinary certificate obtainable at any Post Office, 
stating the class under which their work falls. If the goods required are 
not in stock, and raw material is required for manufacture, application 
should be made by letter to the Director of Raw Materials, R.M. 2a, Imperial 
House, Tothill Street, London, 8.W. 1, stating the amount and type of 
leather required tor manufacturing the necessary goods, the name of the 
suppliers of the leather, and full particulars as to the necessity for the 
supply of the goods to be manufactured. 





SUBSTITUTION OF GAS FOR PETROL AND PETROLEUM. 


Committee Appointed. 


It is officially announced that the following appoincments have been 
made to the Gas ‘Traction Committee which the Government recently 
decided to establish :—Chairman—Sir Boverton Redwood, Bart.

GOVERNMENT LABOUR COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 


The War Cabinet have appointed a Committee to deal with questions of 
wages (including the interpretation of the orders relating to the increase of 
12} per cent. recently granted to time-workers in certain industries) and 
to co-ordinate the settlement of labour questions affecting Government 
Departments. The Committee, which is known as the “* Government Labour 
Committee,” is composed as follows:—The Rt. Hon. G. N. Barnes, M.P. 
(Chairman); Sir Auckland Geddes, K.C.B., M.P. (Vice-Chairman); Sir 
George Askwith, K.C.B., K.C.; Mr. Guy Calthrop; Sir Lynden Macassey, 
K.B.E.; Mr. I. H. Mitchell; and Mr. U. Wolff. 

The Committee may confer with a Consultative Committee consisting of 
representatives of the principal Government Departments concerned with 
industrial questions. It should be understood that the functions of the 
Government Labour Committee will not supersede those of the Arbitration 
Tribunals set up under the Munitions of War Acts by the Ministry of Labour. 
Pending the appointment of a Secretary, all communications on matters 
affecting the Committee should continue to be addressed to the Ministry of 
Labour, Montagu House, London, S.W.1. The Committee will deal imme- 
diately with urgent outstanding questions. A large number of enquiries on 
matters of the utmost importance have been received and will be dealt with 
forthwith. It is hoped that employers and workpeople will take no action 
which will hamper the Committee in arriving at their decisions. 





SUPERVISION OF THE WORKING OF HORSES. 


The Controller of Horse Transport calls the attention of horse owners and 
horse users to the necessity for exercising a strict supervision over the manner 
in which their horses are worked at the present time. The amount of grain 
allowed by the Rationing Order, while it is the utmost that the available 
supplies will permit, is in many cases less than the normal quantities given 
to horses in the winter, and the quality is often not so good as at other times. 
It is therefore imperative that loads should be lightened as much as possible, 
and that, whenever circumstances permit, horses with heavy loads should be 
allowed to walk. JLight horses drawing small vans and carts should be 
trotted only at a slow pace and never pressed. 

The Controller urges these suggestions upon the notice of horse owners 
particularly, as many horses are at present necessarily in the hands of 
inexperienced men and women. Attention to them is desirable, not only 
from a humanitarian but also from an economical point of view. 





MINISTRY OF FOOD ORDERS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


The following Orders and announcements have been issued by the Ministry 
of Food :— | 
Sale and Use of Imported Flour. 


The Food Controller has directed that the following conditions shall be 
observed with respect to the sale and use of imported flour :— 

Imported flour may not be sold by retail or used for any purpose except 
when mixed with flour milled and mixed in the United Kingdom in accord- 
ance with Orders and directions of the Food Controller.

The proportion of imported flour in the mixture must not exceed 25 per 
cent. in England and Wales and in Ireland; in Scotland the proportion must 
not exceed 25 per cent. for flour used for the manufacture of biscuits intended 
for wholesale sale, and must not exceed 50 per cent. for flour sold by retail 
or used for some other purpose. 

These conditions came into force on 29th November, in substitution for the 
conditions previously applicable. 

The maximum prices permissible for the retail sale of flour containing 
imported flour are determined by Clause 4 of the Flour and Bread (Prices) 
Order, 1917, 7.e., they are the same as those applicable to wholemeal and G.R. 
Hour. 


The Intoxicating Liquor (Output and Delivery) Order, No. 4, 1917. 


The Order entitled as above, which is dated 27th November, amends the 
Intoxicating Liquor (Output and Delivery) Order, 1917, by substituting the 
following sub-clause for sub-clause 3 of clause 4 of the latter Order :— 

(3) Authority shall (except in cases where special directions are given by 
the Commissioners) be granted only to the persons to whom or on whose 
behalf wine or spirits were delivered during the year 1916, and so that the 
total amount of spirits delivered to a person during the year beginning on the 
first of April shall not exceed the amount delivered to that person during 
the year 1916 reduced by 50 per cent. ; and the total amount of wine delivered 
to a person during the half year beginning on the first of October, 1917, or 
in any subsequent half year shall not exceed half the amount delivered to 
that person during the year 1916. 


The Meat (Control) Order, 1917. 


The Meat (Control) Order, 1917, made on the 27th November, provides for 
the registration and licensing of persons engaged in the meat and cattle 
trades. 


Requisition of Seeds, Nuts, Kernels, Oils, Oil Cakes, and Meals, 
and Hardened Fats. 


Three Orders issued by the Food Controller extend his control over the 
oil crushing and oileake industries. 

By the Seeds, Nuts, and Kernels /Requisition) Order, dated 29th November, 
he has taken possession, as from Ist December, of stocks of these materials 
exceeding 5 tons of any one variety, held in the United Kingdom by any 
person at the close of business on 30th November. Al] persons owning or 
having power to dispose of oleaginous seeds, nuts and kernels arriving in the 
United Kingdom after that date are required to place them at the disposal ° 
of the Food Controller, an arbitrator for the purpose of the transfer being 
appointed by the Lord Chief Justice. Particulars of stocks held, in transit 
to the United Kingdom, or purchased but not shipped, must be returned to 
the Secretary, the Ministry of Food, on or before 8th December. 

The Oils, Oil Cakes and Meals (Requisition) Order, and the Hardened Fats 
(Requisition) Order, both dated 28th November, require crushers, and manufac- 
turers of oil cake and of hardened tats, respectively, to place at the disposal 
of the Food Controller the stocks of their several manufactured products 
and residues in hand at the close of business on 80th November, and those 
produced subsequent to that date. 


Supplies of Butter and Margarine. 


The Food Controller announces that, subject to railway delays, every shop 
in Great Britain should have a restricted supply of Government butter for 
sale by the end of the present week. This scheme of butter distribution does 
not apply to Ireland. 

The production of margarine is being increased and its quality improved 
as rapidly as circumstances allow, and it is anticipated that margarine will 
replace butter to an increasing extent.

The Dried Fruits (Restriction) Order, 1917. 
General Licence. 
The Food Controller has issued a General Licence authorising all persons, 
until further notice, to buy, sell and deal in plums grown in France and 
packed in tins or bottles outside the United Kingdom. 


The Milk (Ireland) Order, 1917. 

The Order, entitled as above, which is dated 28th November, and takes 
effect on 10th December and remains in operation until 30th April next, 
fixes maximum retail prices of milk in Ireland. ‘The maximum wholesale 
price is fixed at ls. 4d. per gallon. The various prices may, however, be varied 
by the Irish Food Control Committee. The Committee is also empowered to 
buy and sell milk and to make arrangements for its distribution, to direct 
wholesalers or retailers delivering milk to give priority to any consumers or 
class of consumers, and to give directions for securing the purity, cleanliness 
and wholesomeness of milk. 

The Order further enables the Committee to obtain full information from 
milk factories in regard to the quantities of milk received, used or dealt in 
by the factories, and prohibits the export of cream and milk from Ireland. 


Feeding of Dairy Cattle—Notice to Brewers and Distillers. 

[In view of the urgent necessity for keeping up the milk supply of the 
country, and in view of the shortage of feeding stuffs, the Food Coutroller 
impresses upon brewers and distillers in milk producing districts the 
importance of utilising their by-products for the feeding of dairy cattle, and 
instructs them when disposing of the same, to give dairy farmers the 
preference over other customers as far as possible. 

Maximum Prices fixed for Coffee. 

Under the Coffee (Retail Prices) Order, 1917, which is dated Ist December, 
the maximum retail price of roasted or ground coffee is fixed at ls. 6d. per lb., 
and that of raw coffee at ls. 4d., on condition, however, that where a trader has 
coffee on offer at these rates and is willing to sell it he may sell better quali- 
ties of roasted or ground coffee at any price not exceeding 2s. 6d. per lb., and 
of raw coffee at any price not exceeding 2s,4d. Existing contracts in regard 
to coffee may be cancelled or modified by the Controller on cause shown. 

This Order comes into force on December 10th. 





TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 





JAPAN (Fformosa).—H.M. Consul at Tamsui (Mr. T. Harrington) writes 
that British and other foreign goods imported into Formosa from stocks in 
Japan are not required to pay any further Customs duty, ard are not 
distinguished from Japanese goods in the Formosan trade returns; reliable 
statistics of the foreign trade cf the island are therefore not available. 

The fact that a large proportion of the import trade is on behalf of For. 
mosan Government Departments, or of big Japanese companies having 
direct associations with Japan, causes a tendency to look to Japanese 
importers rather than to British; while even well-to-do Formosan importers 
(of Chinese nationality) dealing in piece goods, look to Japan, Hong Kong 
and the China coast for their supplies, rather than direct to Europe and the 
United States. 

H.M. Consul makes the following suggestions for increasing British 
imports into Formosa :— 

British manufacturers, he writes, should be willing to send representatives 
(joint or individual) to Formosa should it be known that a large Government 
programme of works (harbour, irrigation, railway, etc.) is contemplated, or 
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that large developments in mining, sugar factories, etc., are under way, 
and to allow such representatives to remain in the island for the purpose of 
tendering for supplies, if necessary, or of getting into touch with interested 
parties in Japan. 

Firms having representatives or agents in Japan should include Formosa 
in their purview, and these representatives or agents should be instructed to 
visit Formosa in connection with calls for tenders, and for the purpose of 
examining markets, trade openings, etc. 

Firms in Hong Kong should endeavour to develop the advantages of that 
port as an emporium by getting into closer touch, through compradores and 
travellers (Chinese, or knowing Chinese), with smali traders and shopkeepers 
in Formosa who stock piece goods, metal goods, clothing, tools, jewellery, 
etc. ‘This method, adds Mr. Harrington, may be a difficult one, but it seems 
to offer some possibilities. (D.C.1. 53,884).

PORTUGAL (Madeira).—H.M. Consul at Funchal (Capt. J. Boyle, M.V.O.) 
writes that local advertising is very little used for goods of foreign production 
imported into Madeira, in fact an advertisement for foreign goods is very 
rarely seen. Captain Boyle suggests that travellers likely to be interested in 
the market, should visit Madeira and study local requirements, however small 
they may be, and get into close touch with buyers. (D.C.1. 52,979.) 





PROHIBITION OF EXPORT OF COTTON FROM EGYPT. 
EXCEPT UNDER LICENSE. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of tele- 
graphic information to the effect that the Egyptian Government have issued 
a Proclamation, dated 19th November, prohibiting the export of cotton from 
Egypt except under licence issued under the authority of the General Officer 
Commanding. 

A Cotton Export Regulation Committee has been appointed for the issue 
of licences, which will allocate the quantities to be exported to each country 
for the period commencing Ist September last, and will grant licences to 
each exporter on the basis of his exports in recent years, account being taken 
of the amount already exported since lst September. 





BRITISH CARGOES EX ENEMY VESSELS IN UNITED 
STATES PORTS. 


H.M. Ambassador at Washington reports that he has received the follow- 
ing information from the United States Government as regards the 
procedure to be followed by claimants for the release of British cargo ew 
enemy vessels in United States ports :— 

British consignees who desire to have the merchandise entered for con- 
sumption should furnish to such persons as they desire to represent them at 
the particular port at which goods may happen to be a duly endorsed Bill of 
Lading and the original invoice covering the consignments. If, on the other 
hand, it is desired to export the merchandise, it may be entered for ware- 
house and immediate exportation without the presentation of a Bill of 
Lading or invoice, but on the production to the Customs Officers of satisfac- 
tory evidence to act in the matter. In case of exportation of merchandise an 
export licence will probably be required.

The countries adopting the system of official values 
annually revised are:—France, Italy, Spain and (for imports) Switzerland. 
The figures in italics are bused, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier 
yeur than that under which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, France, Italy, Egypt, Argentina, Japan, Canada, 
and the United Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumpticn. In all cases the export figures are 
intended to represent exports of domestic produce. In most cases, however, 
they include a certain amount of “nationalised ” goods, 7.e., goods originally 
imported for consumption, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with 
duty, but which are subsequently re-exported.

AUSTRALIAN INCOME TAX ACT, i915. 


Taxation of Income derived by United Kingdom Firms from Trade 

in the Commonwealth. 

With reference to the notice on p. 700 of the *‘ Board of Trade Journal” ot 
28th June last relative to the position of agents in Australia for United 
Kingdom firms under the Federal Income ‘l'ax Act of 1915, H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in the Commonwealth (Mr. G. T. Milne) has forwarded a copy 
of a statement on the subject which has been issued by the Australian 
Association of British Manufacturers and their Representatives. 

It appears from this statement that while Section 15 of the Federal 
Income ‘lax Assessment Act has been repealed, it does not follow in all cases 
that returns are not required with regard to sales made in Australia on 
account of overseas principals. ‘he liability to lodge a return depends upon 
whether or not a business is, within the meaning of the Law, being carried 
on in Australia on account of overseas principals. 

The detinition of what should constitute business carried on in Australia 
has for some time past been under discussion, and the Acting Commissioner 
of Taxation has issued a Memorandum stating that the following three 
points are to be decided in considering this question :— 

(a) The place where the contract is made—i.e., the place where the 
contract is accepted. 

(b) Place of delivery—i.e., location of the goods when the seller has lost 
all right to the goods. If they are shipped at the purchaser's risk, 
the seller loses his right when the goods are placed on shipboard. 

(c) Place of payment—i.e., whether made to the agent in the country of 
delivery, or to the principal abroad. 

The Acting Commissioner of Taxation has ruled that trade shall be con- 
sidered as having been carried on in Australia when any two of the points 
mentioned, 7.e., acceptance ot contract, delivery, and payment take place in 
Australia. 

With regard to (a), the place where the contract is accepted will determine 
the place where the contract is made, i.e., when a contract is actually accepted 
in Australia, the location of the contract is Australia, but should an order 
be sent to the United Kingdom for acceptance or delivery, and final accept- 
ance takes place in the United Kingdom, the location of the contract will 
be the United Kingdom. 

With regard to (b), the Acting Commissioner states that goods sold for 
delivery to a store or warehouse in London or any other place outside 
Australia, or f.0.b. port of shipment, would be considered as being delivered 
outside of Australia, while goods sold c.i.f. and e. at some Australian port, or 
for delivery to a store or warehouse in Australia, would be deemed to be 
delivered in Australia. 

With regard to (c), the Acting Commissioner will consider that payment is 
made in Australia when a cheque passes from the buyer or his agen» to the 
seller or his agent in Australia, provided, of course, the agent is authorised to 
receive and give a valid receipt therefor ; and abroad, if the passing of such 
cheque takes place abroad. As to drafts, payment would be considered to be 
made in Australia when the draft is sent to Australia by the seiler through 
a bank for collection, or when an agent in Australia is instructed to collect 
the amount of a draft on account of the seller, but that payment would be 
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Australian Income Tax Act, 1918. 





considered to be made abroad when a draft on the buyer is cashed by the 
seller at a bank in London or elsewhere. In the case of payment by tele- 
graphic remittance, paymert is made abroad if the buyer pays the amount 
to a bank or other business house in Australia to be paid to the seller in 
J.ondon or elsewhere on telegraphic advice, but the payment is made in 
Australia if the seller instructs a bank or other business house in Australia 
to collect from the buyer on his account. As to cases where payment is 
made partly in Australia and partly abroad, if a substantial proportion 
thereof is paid abroad, and not a mere deposit, that cash payment would 
determine the place of payment of the whole. The Acting Commissioner 
will consider such payment abroad as anything over a minimum of 80 per 
cent., though in special cases it might be even less. 

In any case in which a business is being carried on in Australia within 
the meaning of these rules it will be necessary to ascertain the amount of 
profit derived in Australia from the business. In this connection the Acting 
Commissioner has decided that goods shipped to Australia should be debited 
by British principals to their agents or branches in Australia at home 
consumption value in the country of origin for similar quality and quantity. 
Income tax will then have to be paid on the difference between such home 
consumption value and the price at which the goods are realised in Australia, 
less, of course, any necessary transport and selling charges and Customs 
duties if paid by or on behalf of the principal. 

In cases where the home consumption value in the country of origin 
cannot readily be ascertained, the agent will be required either to obtain 
from his principal the amount of profit, or to get the principal to disclose 
the same direct to the Commissioner. Under such circumstances, the profit 
will be defined as being made abroad and made in Australia in the same 
ratio as the expenses abroad bear to the expenses in Australia. 

Asan instance of this kind, the Acting Commissioner supplies the tollowing 
example :—

Profit is then divided proportionately between £3 and £6, and the amount 


taxable in Australia would thus be one-third of £1, 7.e., 6s. 8d.

CEYLON MONAZITE SANDS AND OTHER THORIA 
MINERALS. 


The Principal Collector of Customs at Colombo (the Board of Trade 
Correspondent for Ceylon) reports, under date 15th October, that an official 
statement has been made to the Ceylon press respecting the mineral survey 
which has been conducted in Ceylon in co-operation. with the Imperial 
Institute. The survey, it is stated, has led to the discovery of beach deposits 
of monazite sand which will usefully supplement the commercial supplies of 
thoria required for the manufacture of incandescent gas mantles. Samples 
of the sand have been investigated by the [mperial Institute, and the results 
have been so promising that the Ceylon Government has arranged to work 
the deposits. Details of the arrangements are not yet available, but suitable 
British concentrating machinery has been selected by the Institute for the 
purpose, after experimental trials, and will shortly be shipped to Ceylon. 

At one time the monazite deposits in Brazil were the only commercial 
source of supply of thoria, and these were controlled by the German Thorium 
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Syndicate. The monopoly enjoyed by this Syndicate was subsequently 
threatened by the discovery of extensive deposits of monazite in the native 
State of T'ravancore in India, which are so rich that samples examined by 
the Imperial Institute were found to contain nearly twice as much thoria as 
the Brazilian monazite. The German Syndicate, however, obtained control 
of the company formed to work the Indian deposits, and they continued to 
exercise a dominating influence over the industry until the outbreak of the 
war. Since then the company has been reconstructed and given a British 
character, and it is understood that another portion of the deposits in 
Travancore has been taken up and will be worked by a second British 
company. 

‘'he work of the mineral survey has shown that Ceylon can furnish several 
other thoria minerals besides monazite. Among these is thorianite, the 
richest known source of thoria. ‘This new mineral when it was put on the 
market was sold in Ceylon at as high a rate as £1,600 per ton, but the 
deposits have proved to be limited.

FISCAL LEGISLATION IN DENMARK. 
Increased Income and Capital Taxes; Increased Railway Rates, etc. 


H.M. Minister at Copenhagen writes that a series of Bills providing for 
increased taxation has recently been passed by the Danish Legislature. 
‘he list of measures, with the amount of revenue which each is estimated 
to yield (shown in brackets), is as follows :— 

. Increase in income and capital taxes (£5,333,000). 

. Increase and extension of duty on beer (£460,000). 

. Additional tax on wine (yield uncertain). 

. Increase in tax on tobacco (£400,000). 

. Stamp duty on sale of precious stones and jewellery (yield 
uncertain). 

6. Increase of railway rates (£667,000). 

The Danish Minister of Finance explained in introducing the Bills that 
not only were the demands on the Treasury constantly increasing, but that 
the revenues were falling off. ‘lhe revenue trom the tax on shipping had 
already greatly diminished, and the revenue from the tax on Stock Exchange 
transactions showed a tendency to decrease, having produced only about 
£80,000 during the first quarter of 1917, as compared with about £170,000 
in the first quarter of 1916. Customs receipts had also considerably decreased 
as a natural result of the existing circumstances. 

H.M. Minister points out that it was inevitable that some drastic action 
should be taken to increase the State revenues, as considerable sums will be 
required to meet the expenditure to be incurred in connection with the various 
measures enacted to provide for the needs of the country through the coming 
period of difficulty, such as the taking over of the greater part of the harvest, 
and the grants to be made to State employees and others to meet the 
increase in the cost of living. Hitherto during the war the increased

* expenditure has been largely covered by loans, though some of the taxes have 


been increased, and it is satisfactory from the point of view of Danish finance 
that a fresh effort should be made to increase the revenue. 

Although the Bills were enacted on the 15th October, their provisions 
took effect as from lst September, on which date returns had to be made 
of stocks of wines and tobacco, and steps were taken to control the sales of 
these articles.

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Where the retail price 1s between 300 kroner and 350 kroner, the duty 
amounts to ]0 kroner. For every additional 50 kroner or part thereof, the 
duty is increased by 5 kroner. 

The duty is payable by means of stamps affixed to the invoice given by 
the seller to the purchaser, both of whom are responsible for its payment. 

The duty is also payable on goods imported from abroad. 


Increase of Railway Rates. 

The rates for passengers, goods and live animals carried by the State 
railways are increased by 205 per cent., except in the case or second-class 
tickets, the price of which is raised by 30 per cent., whilst the increase in 
the price of third-class tickets amounting to 50 Ore or less amounts to 5 6re. 


Customs and Excise Duties. 


Notices appeared on pp. 419-20 and 422 of the “* Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 22nd November relative to increased Customs duties imposed by the 
above legislation on beer and tobacco, increased Excise duty on beer, a 
stamp duty on cigars, cigarettes, etc., and, an internal duty on wine.

STATE CONTROL OVER ESTABLISHMENT AND 
EXTENSION OF COMPANIES IN GERMANY. 


According to the “ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’”’ (Berlin) of 6th November, a 
Bundesrat Order, dated 2nd November, ,requires until further notice the 
consent of the State Governments for— 

1. The establishment of a share company or limited company with 
more than 300,000 marks (about £15,000 at par exchange) of original 
capital. If shares are issued at a premium the actual issue price is the 
one to be considered. 

2. Any decision to make such an increase in the original capital of a 
share company or limited company founded atter 5th November, 1917, as 
will bring the original capital of such a company up to more than 800,000 
marks; and any decision to make such an increase in the original capital 
of a share company or limited company founded before 5th November, 
1917, as will bring the total additions since that date to the original 
capital of such company up to more than 300,00U marks. 

3. Any decision to issue participating certificates conferring a claim 
upon the dividends of a share company or limited company, or upon 
a share of the property of such company in the event of its dissolution. 

The State Government competent to grant the requisite permission in any 
particular case is the Government in whose territory the company in question 
is established or is to be established. ‘The Iinperial Chancellor is authorised 
to prescribe that the consent may be granted only in agreement with himself, 
or with an authority specified by him. 

A regulation, dated 2nd November, issued by the Imperial Chancellor 
under this Order, prescribes that the consent required by the Order shall be 
granted by the State Governments only in agreement with the Directorate 
of the Imperial Bank. 
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SPANISH “LAW OF SUBSISTENCE.” 
Extension of Period of Operation. 


With reference to the notice on p. 661 of the * Board of Trade Journal” of 
30th November, 1916, relative to the Spanish “ Law of Subsistence,” dated 
llth November, 1916, authorising the Spanish Government to take steps 
for maintaining supplies of foodstuffs and raw materials, H.M. Embassy at 
Madrid reports that a Royal Decree was issued on 10th November 
extending for twelve months the period of operation of the Law, which 
would otherwise have expired on 12th November last. (D.C.1. 56,538.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF ARGENTINA DURING 
JANUARY TO JUNE, 1917. 


According to official statistics, the value of the imports of merchandise 
into Argentina during the first six months of 1917 was £17,767,000, as 
compared with £20,993,000 in the corresponding period of 1916. The 
exports of merchandise were valued at £61,054,000, as compared with 
£49, 211,000. 

Imports.—As regards imports, it should be remembered that the figures 
are based on the arbitrary valuations of the Customs tariff of values of 1906. 
The actual values of the imports for the two periods according to a special 
calculation made by the Argentine National Statistical Department were, 
for the first six months of 1916, £35,354,000, and for the corresponding 
period of 1917, £53,174,000. 

The following table shows the share of the principal countries engaged in 
the import trade of Argentina in January-June, 1917, as compared with the 
first six months of 1916 :—

The most interesting point with regard to one heuwen is that the United 
States has taken the place of the United Kingdom as the chief supplier of 
goods to Argentina, having sent 34 per cent. of the total imports, whilst the 
share of the United Kingdom was only 243 percent.

REGISTRATION OF TRADE MARKS IN CUBA. 


H.M. Minister at Havana has forwarded the text and translation of a 
Presidential Decree (No. 1,540) of the Republic of Cuba, dated 3rd October, 
1917, requiring applicants for registration of trade marks to provide clichés 
of the mark in question. The Decree provides, inter alia, that from Ist 
November, 1917, every applicant for the registration of a mark in connection 
with manufacture, commerce, agriculture, or any other industry (with the 
exception of cattle marks), or for the registration of industrial designs 
or models, is to present with his application a cliché for the typographical 
reproduction of the same in the official Bulletin of the Ministry of 
Agriculture. Commerce and Labour. The cliché is to reproduce exactly 
the mark, design or model, in such a manner that all the details are quite 
clear, and is to measure not less than 2 or more than 10 centimetres in 
length and breadth, and to have a thickness of 24 millimetres.

OFFICIAL INSPECTION OF CERTAIN EXPORTS 
FROM JAPAN. 

H.M. Embassy at Tokio has forwarded, under date 28th September, the 
following information relative to new Regulations which have been intro- 
duced by the Japanese Government providing for the inspection of certain 
Japanese goods intended for export to foreign markets :— 

It appears that during the past year a considerable amount of criticism 
has been levelled at the quality of many of the Japanese wares which have 
been exported to and offered for sale in foreign markets. Since the out- 
break of war the demand for Japanese goods to take the place of supplies 
which could no longer be procured from Europe has grown with amazing 
rapidity, and Japanese manufacturers have found it difficult to cope with 
the rush of orders that have reached them from all parts—not only from the 
Far East, Australia and India, but even from more distant markets, such as 
South Africa and South America. Some of the Japanese manufacturers 
accepted orders far in excess of the capacity of their works, with the result 
that orders in some cases had to be sub-contracted, and in several instances 
very inferior goods were shipped. 

It was eventually realised, both by the Japanese authorities and the manu- 
facturers themselves, that official inspection of all goods intended for export 
must be enforced in order to save the reputation of Japanese goods, and to 
retain as much as possible of the foreign trade built up since the war— 
especially in the Far Eastern market. 

With a view to stopping the export of goods of inferior quality, conferences 
of manufacturers and their guilds were organised by the Japanese Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Commerce, and plans were discussed as to the best 
methods of attaining the desired end. The outcome was seen in the publi- 
cation in a recent issue of the Japanese “Official Gazette” of Regulations 
regarding the standard of inspection which certain goods must pass before 
they will be allowed to be shipped. These Regulations are based on the 
views put forward by the various trades concerned, and the work of 
inspection will be carried out by the associations formed by the trades, and 
under Government supervision. 

The first list of goods affected includes silk tissues, matches, enamelled 
hollowware, glassware (including bottles, kitchen utensils, receptacles, lamp 
chimneys and shades, plate glass, chemical apparatus, imitation pearls, 
bangles, etc.), and braids (including straw, chip, and hemp braids, and all 
other braids used by hat-makers). Regulations are also to be issued 
respecting the inspection of cotton hosiery, shell buttons, brushes, soap, 
pencils, etc. Any attempt to ship goods that have not passed the necessary 
examination will be punishable by a fine. 

In the case of silk tissues, the Regulations took effect as from Ist November ; 
in the case of matches, glassware, and hollowware, as from 20th November; 
and will take effect in the case of braids as from 20th January, 1918. 

H.M. Embassy adds that it must be admitted that there has been a con- 
siderable improvement in the quality of many of the articles turned out in 
Japan, and many of the cheaper varieties of Huropean goods will have a 
struggle after the war to regain lost ground. (D.C.1. 54,451.)

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INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL PROSPECTS 
IN NORTH-WEST COREA. 


Growing Importance of the Port of Chinnampo. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Seoul (Mr. P. D. Butler), writing under 
date 30th September, makes the following observations on the commercial 
and industrial prospects of the north-western part of Corea and, particularly, 
the Port of Chinnampo. These remarks may be read in conjunction with 
the report by Mr. Butler on the mining and ore-refining industries of Corea 
which appeared on pp. 140-2 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 19th 
July last. 

The region here considered comprises the greater part of South Hei-an 
and Kwo-kai Provinces, and has as its centre the town of Heijo (Pyengyang), 
the natural outlet for trade being the port of Chinnampo. 

Industrial development in the Corean peninsula is as yet in its earliest 
stages, but there is little doubt that whatever prosperity is attained in the 
future will be centred in the north-west. There are in the neighbourhood 
resources both of coal and iron, which, though their extent and value have 
yet to be fully ganged, are certainly sufficient to warrant an optimistic 
outlook. Labour, though not abundant, is still cheap and better than in 
other parts of Corea, while agriculturally the country is very rich and could 
undoubtedly support a far denser population than at present. That a 
certain degree of prosperity will be attained is beyond doubt—the works 
and factories already built or projected assure this. It remains to be 
added that the Japanese authorities are making every effort to encourage the 
introduction of eapital from Japan. 


Coal Resources. 

The coal so far discovered is mainly anthracite, deposits of which of 
varying size have been found in a large number of places scattered over a wide 
area, ‘The most important anthracite deposits occur in the Raido and Koto 
districts, where seams have been traced for over fifty miles. The Government- 
General reserves to itself the right to work coal mines in these districts, and 
for a number of years the Heijo Mining Station has been established for this 
purpose. 

It is stated by the authorities that the reserves of anthracite coal in the 
neighbourhood approximate to 200,000,000 tons, but it apparently remains to 
be proved that this coal is entirely suitable for the use of works and 
factories. The coal is very dusty, and, if not mixed with a large pro- 
portion of lump coal, has to be used in the form of briquettes. Doubts have 
been expressed in several well-informed quarters as to its commercial utility. 

Supplies of bituminous coal also exist in several places; the most 
ae being at Shin-anshu, but the quality of the coal is generally 
inferior. 

A factor which should not be lost sight of is that most of the coa! deposits 
occur in close juxtaposition to deposits of iron-ore. 


State Coal Mines at Jido. 
The anthracite coal mines belonging to the Government-General are 
situated at Jido, about seven miles by branch line from Heijo railway 
station. The mines were originally worked jointly by the Corean Govern- 
ment and a French firm at Seoul, but some ten years ago the concession was 
taken over by the Government-General. Since that date the mines have 
been mainly utilised to supply steam coal for the Japanese Navy, the greater 
part of the output being sent to the naval briquette factory at Tokuyama. 
The machinery now in use at these mines is somewhat primitive. The 
motive power is electricity, but is at present only of 530 horse-power. This 
is now to be increased to 3,000 horse-power. The present dynamos were 
made R1X years ago by a Japanese firm. The Corean demand for briquettes 
is supplied by a small briquette-making plant. 
Iron Resources. 
_The Corean resources of iron-ore have yet to be properly estimated, and no 
figures can therefore be given. Deposits ot varying size occur very frequently, 
though it is said that many of them are not extensive. It is perhaps too 
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early to predict with confidence the future of the Corean iron industry, but 
it is worth noting that several of the Government authorities are emphatic 
in their opinion that sufficient supplies of iron-ore exist to ensure an iron 
industry of the highest importance being built up at Heijo and in its 
neighbourhood, including Chinnampo. 

The ore found averages from 50 per cent. to 55 per cent. iron, and is in the 
main limonite, with an admixture of about 10 per cent. hematite. 

The most important iron mines are those at Sai-nei, [n-ritsu, and An-gaku, 
in Kwo-kai Province, and at Kai-sen (near Shin-anshu) in South Hei-an 
Province. ‘The. Sai-nei and In-ritsu mines are the property of the Japanese 
Government and all the ore produced is sent to the Government iron foundry 
at Yawata. The quality of the ore from these mines is said to be excellent 
and, in each case, the reserves in sight are estimated to amount to about 
500,000 tons. 

In addition to the above there are a large number of mines which are either 
undeveloped as yet, or are of smaller size than those referred to above. 


Iron Foundry and Steel Mills at Kenji-ho. 

At Kenji-ho, which lies near the mouth of the River Daido-ko, about nine 
miles by branch line from Ko-shu (a station one hour south of Heijo on the 
main line to Seoul), an important iron foundry and steel mills are now under 
construction for a Japanese firm. The first estimate of the cost of construc- 
tion of the foundry was about £600,000, but extensions of the original scheme 
and increased cost of materials have raised the estimated expenditure to 
£1,200,000. In addition to this, steel mills are now being erected which 
will cost between £1,200,000 and £1,800,000. 

The iron foundry is to consist of two blast-furnaces, each with a daily 
capacity of 150 tons of pig-iron. The company had hoped to be able to 
start the furnaces by Ist January next, but owing to the non-arrival of 
certain materials from America, the date of commencement may be some: 
what delayed. The furnaces will be fed with ore from the company’s own 
mines in Corea, the daily consumption being about 600 tons, since the per- 
centage of iron content averages 50 per cent. 

Coke, produced in a specially constructed coke plant, will be used as fuel. 
The coke will be produced from a mixture of several kinds of coal, chief 
among them being Chinese bituminous coal, with a percentage of anthracite 
obtained from the company’s own mines three miles away. Very elaborate 
and costly coke-ovens have been erected, the type used being the Willputte 
adaptation of the Otto system. There are fifty ovens fed by a “ pusher” 
moving on rails, The content of each oven is thirteen tons of coal which 
will require twenty hours for conversion into coke. Owing to the fact that 
several of the ovens will probably always be under repair, the estimated 
consumption 1s 600 tons only. In connection with the coke-ovens, a coal 
by-products plant of latest pattern has been erected. 

In addition to the above works, steel mills are now being erected. The 
machinery has been ordered in America and the toundations laid, and it is 
hoped, by pushing forward the work with all speed, to have the mills in 
operation by the late autumn of 1918. The output for the present is planned 
at 200 tons of steel sheets per diem, the mills taking half the production of 
the blast-furnaces, together with a percentage of scrap-iron. 

Ore-refinery at Chinnampo. 

A well-known Japanese firm completed in the autumn of 1915, at a cost of 
between £170,000 and £200,000, an ore-refinery at Chinnampo for the treat- 
ment of copper, gold and silver ores. In the two working years that have 
elapsed, this has proved a highly successful and profitable enterprise and is, 
undoubtedly, of great assistance to the development of the mining industry 
of the country. There are at present two furnaces with a daily capacity of 
220 tons of ore. A third furnace, to treat lead ores, is contemplated, but the 
work has been postponed for the present owing to the high price of materials 
and transport. The metal is produced in the form of crude copper, mixed 
with gold and silver, and is shipped to Japan, where it is electrolytically 
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refined. The average montkly output is 250 tons of crude copper, 5,000 
ounces of gold and 36,000 ounces of silver. 
Industrial Prospects at Heijo. 

Heijo is the capital of South Hei-an Province and has a population of about 
200,000, of whom some 12,000 are Jupanese. The town is situated on the 
River Daido-ko, about 48 miles from its mouth. The river is navigable by 
junks up to and beyond the town. Chinnampo is the outlet for trade. 

Heijo has recently attracted considerable attention as the prospective 
centre of what may become an industrial district of importance. It is true 
that there are no large industries there at present, but several are projected 
and these may very likely be the forerunners of others. ‘The more important 
of the projected enterprises are referred to below. 

The Japanese Government has recently decided to establish a military 
arsenal at Heijo at an expenditure of £400,000 extended over two years. 
Engineers have been sent from Japan to superintend the work, and the first 
consigment of materials was expected to reach Chinnampo in November. 

A beet sugar company, with a capital of £500,000, has receutly been formed 
with head offices at Heijo. It is hoped that the factory which is to be 
erected will start producing in the autumn of 1918. The estimated con- 
sumption of beet by this company is 600 tons per diem, but this will be 
doubled if the venture shows good prospects of success during the first two 
years. The company at present proposes to manufacture for the Corean 
demand, but an export trade to China may be embarked upon later. As 
regards machinery, it is planned to bring over from Japan a plant belonging 
to a sugar company at Nagoya. As the boilers are unsuitable, new ones will 
be purchased either in the United States or the United Kingdom. 

A well-known Japanese company is establishing a cement factory near 
Heijo with acapital of £130,000, which will ultimately be increased to 
£300,000. The construction work has been nearly completed and production 
will shortly be commenced. 

Other factories are established for the manufacture of tobacco, fertilisers, 
and flour, but these are on a smaller scale. 


Growth of Trade of Chinnampo. 

The growing importance of the hinterland for which Chinnampo serves as 
an outlet is fast increasing the trade of the port. At present it stands third 
among Corean ports, but the commencement of the above-mentioned works 
and the establishment of other industries will, in the near future, give a 
great impetus to the trade of Chinnampo. An idea of the growth of activity at 
this port may be obtained ;by fa comnparison of the value of its total trade 
during the first six months of the last three years, viz., 1915, £502,532 ; 
1916, £469,445; and 1917, £796,640. 

Chinnampo harbour stands on the estuary of the River Daido-ko. There 
is a fall of over 22 feet in the tide, but the central channel is at all times 
navigable by large vessels. The harbour is usually ice-bound from the end 
of December until the middle of March. Some harbour construction work 
has been carried out, but the original plan, which provided for a locked dock 
with accommodation for two vessels of 6,000 tons and several vessels ot 
3,000 tons, was considerably moditied for reasons of economy. The dock 
actually constructed is an open one, with accommodation for only two 
vessels of 3,000 tons. Owing to the fact that a dredger has to be continuously 
employed to keep the entrance open, and that the fall in tide renders the 
dock inaccessible for steamers of any size during a considerable part of each 
twenty-four hours, there is no doubt that a further large outlay will 
eventually be required if the harbour is to be made a good one. 

The most important industry now in existence at Chinnampo is the ore- 
smelter which has been described above. There are also three rice-cleaning 
mills, the rice being exported in large quantities to Japan, Manchuria, and, 
during the last year, to Russia. | 

A flour mill is about to be erected on reclaimed land near the railway 
Station, the estimated capacity being 400,000 bushels per annum. Large 


supplies of wheat of good quality are available in the Kwo-kai Province.

The Argentine “ Boletin Oficial ’’ for the 15th September contains a Resolution 
pi aititaiaeeethtt of the Ministry of Finance, dated the 11th September, 
ey std to the effect that, with regard to the distinction made 
between “ Pure” in the Valuation Tariff, in respect of certain chemical 
and “ Impure ” produtts and compounds, between those in an “impure 
Chemical state and the same articles “ pure, ’ it is to be understood 
Products. that those products which have not been subjected to 
any laboratory treatment with the object of freeing 
them from all or part of their impurities shall be regarded as ‘impure ” for 
Tariff purposes; and that articles which have been entirely freed from foreign 
substances shall be regarded as *‘ pure.” Products which do not answer to 
either of these descriptions shall be regarded as not included in the Valuation 
‘Taviff, and shall be assessed for duty according to the declared and appraised 


value, with the rate of duty applicable to the * pure” product.

The Marine Department of the Board of aaa (7, Whitehall Gardens, 
London, S.W. 1) has issued a Handbill (No. 394), 
ee = being a notice to shipowners relating to the supply 
. of ship’s provisions. Copies of the Handbill may be 

obtained from the Marine Department, as above. 

In the same connection an announcement has been issued by the Ministry 
of Food pointing out that early this year an Order was made by the Board 
of Customs and Excise making it compulsory for neutral steamers to submit 
their store lists to the Customs Authorities for approval before ordering. 
There remained, however, a big loophole in this arrangement, as there was 
no Order prohibiting ship's suppliers from providing more than was sanc- 
tioned by the Authorities. 

In order, therefore, to conserve in this country the essential foodstuffs, the 
Food Controller, after several conferences with the Board of T'rade, the Board 
of Customs and Excise, the Admiralty, and the Ministry of Shipping, has 
now decided to issue an Order under the Defence ot the Realm Act, making 
it a penal offence for any dealer to supply any article of food (including live- 
stock) or drink, to any ship unless it is sanctioned by the responsible 
authorities at the ports. 

This Order will come into force on 10th December. Inspectors will be 
appointed by the Ministry of Food at the principal ports and will work in 
conjunction with the Board of ‘Trade and the Board of Customs and Excise 
in this matter. Exact returns of stores sent out of the country, and their 
port of destination, must be furnished to the Customs authorities, and, with 
a view to meeting any possible shortage of supplies to ships, the Ministry of 
Food, through the local inspector, will be in a position to make the necessary 
arrangements for the release of essential foodstuffs required by the 
Mercantile Marine. Facilities will also be granted to “the weekly seaman ” 
who purchases his own food. Under existing conditions he is experiencing 
difficulty at some of the ports in obtaining what he requires. 

The Board of Customs and Excise is also making an Order compelling 
foreign-going British and Allied ships to submit their stores lists to the port 
authorities, viz., the Board of Trade, for approval, just as neutral vessels do 
at present. 

The control will not be extended to coasting vessels. 

All Departments interested in shipping—the Board of Trade, the Board of 
Customs and Excise,and the Ministry of Shipping—are co-operating with the 
Ministry of Food and a working arrangement has been devised. Shipowners; 
marine superintendents, and agents are invited to consult with the Board of 
‘rade Officers so that on the one hand the new system of regulation may 
be fully understood ; and, on the other, that measures may be tuken for com- 
plying with this system without inconvenience or delay. 
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UNITED KINGDOM—continued. 


The scheme will not only result ina great saving of foodstuffs to the 
country, but will materially assist in a more equitable distribution of 
supplies to meet the needs of the Mercantile Marine. 

Mr. T. G. Jones of the Ministry of Food has been appointed to be Director 
of Ship’s Supplies, and to control the scheme. He will supervise the repre- 
sentatives at the ports, and work in co-operation with the other Government 
Departments interested in shipping.

passengers); and the Order further prohibits the carriage of clandestine 
correspondence and the use of “ wireless” apparatus while a vessel is in port.

guese Colonies. 
, eg Articles of the Decree affect Portuguese merchant shipping, as

The sale, transference, or chartering to foreigners of any vessel, unless 
authorisation for such negotiations has been obtained from the “ Ministerio 
do Trabalho,” is prohibited. 
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PORTUGAL AND PORTUGUESE COLONIES—continued. 


Portuguese shipping cOmpanies or enterprises, whether passenger or 
cargo, are prohibited (unless the authorisation of the Government has been 
obtained through the “ Ministerio do Trabalho ”—or through the “ Ministerio 
da Colonias ” as regards vessels engaged in shipping between Portugal and 
the Portuguese Colonies) from allowing their vessels to deviate from the 
routes al) present assigned, or in any way to alter such routes. This 
prohibition is to remain in force for the duration of the war. 

The Government is empowered, through the above-mentioned Ministries, to 
requisition, in the interests of national economy, any vessels navigating 
between Portugal and her Colonies, or between the Colonies themselves, or 
to alter the routes, fix freight rates, etc., of such vessels. 

The new Decree revokes Decree No. 3017 of 7th March, 1917 (relating to 
the prohibition of the transference of vessels to foreigners), and also Decree 
No. 3412 of 29th September (prohibiting Portuguese vessels from changing 
their routes). The full text (in,Portnguese) of the Decree may be consulted 
by British firms interested at the Department of Commervial Intelligence. 





PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA.

ee progress of work on the Quilimane Railway, the Acting 
Seauneen vf Work British Vice-Consul at Quilimane reports, under date 
er ’ 22nd September, that the actual construction of the 
Quilimane Railway, which is intended eventually to link up with the Shiré 
Highlands Railway at Chinde, has commenced from Quilimane. 

At the time of writing, about 16 to 20 kilometres of rail were laid, and it is 
anticipated that 100 kilometres will be completed by the end of 1917. There are 
two 20-ton engines and two smaller engines, tenders and a number of trucks, 
all of which have been imported from the United States, at present running 
on the line. ‘The gauge is the regulation 5} ft. The sleepers used are of 
native wood, and weigh 70 kilogs. each (about 154 lb.). On inspection, the 
track so far completed was found to give smooth running at good speed. 

So far as it is pussible to judge, states the Acting Vice-Consul, the 
opening of the line for traffic should make a considerable difference to the 
commercial movement of Quilimane, for, in addition to the trade this line is 
expected to tap, the country through which it passes is said to be capable of 
producing in good quantities the various crops chiefly cultivated in 
Portuguese East Africa. 

The narrow gauge branch line running from a point 8 kilometres north 
of the River Muanange to Nhamacurra, and thence to Mocuba, is expected 
to be open for traffic in about a year’s time. (D.C.I. 54,957.)

JAPAN. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe, C.M.G.) has 
Control of forwarded, under date 5th October, translations of an 
Shippin Imperial Ordinance and of Regulations made there- 

ppg. under, which were published in the “ Official Gazette ”’ 
of Japan of 29th September, having for their object the control of Japanese 
shipping in time of war. The Ordinance came into force on Ist October and 
will continue in force until one year after the signing of the treaty of peace. 

In the preamble to the Ordinance reference is made to the necessity of 

establishing a central control of shipping administration in Japan, with a 

view, on the one hand, to the extension of facilities for combined projects 

abroad, and, on the other, to the promotion of the harmonious adjustment of 
industry and transportation in Japan itself. 

The Ordinance provides, inter alia, that, except in cases where the per- 
mission of the Minister of Communications has been given, ships may not be 
constructed for, or transferred to, persons incapable of owning Japanese 
ships; ships may not engage in plying solely between ports of foreign 
countries; the carriage of passengers or cargo from one port of a foreign 
country to another may be prohibited; and freight charges may be restricted. 
The Minister of Communications may expropriate or make use of Japanese 
ships, and shipbuilding yards, materials, tools, and raachinery, necessary for 
shipbuilding; he also may expropriate ships under construction. 

The regulations made for the enforcement of the Ordinance lay down the 
— to be followed by persons who propose to seek the permission of the 

inister of Communications for acts for which that permission is required, 
and provide, inter alia, that when the Minister proposes to restrict freights 
in respect of vessels, he will fix the maximum amount of charter-rates or 
freights, and will give notice thereof to the competent shipowners.

The magnesite shows the following analysis :—magnesia 40°75 per cent., 
carbon dioxide 49°17 per cent., with silica, lime, iron oxide, and alumina. 
This result is almost equal to the best Greek magnesite. The area of the 
reefs in question extends to more than 3,000 acres. (D.C.1. 53,366.)

According to a recent issue of the “Stockholms Dagblad,” a company is 
New Iron Smelting about to be formed by the proprietors cf some of the

H.M. Embassy in Paris has forwarded the text of a Note a by the French 
Ministry of Agriculture relative tothe agricultural

of October. O owing is a transiation :— 
The month of October was generally rainy but in 
the Mediterranean region fine weather was experienced. There have been 
some frosts and the beginnings of snow, chiefly in the mountainous regions. 
Weather conditions have toa certain extent hindered cultivation and autumn 
sowings in some Departments, but in others these labours have been satisfac- 
torily undertaken. An increase in the area devoted to autumn wheat is 
forecasted for the whole of France. Maize and buckwheat have, generally 
speaking, given a good yield; this is true also of beans. The appearance ot 
pasture land is, on the whole, satisfactory. 

The lifting of potatoes, finished in certain Departments, is being continued 
in others, and in spite of damage caused by blight the harvest is much 
superior to that of the previous year. 

The beet harvest has been gathered in certain districts and continues in 
others. The yield is variable, being guvod in some regions, but not so good 
in others. 

The vintages have finished; the yield of wine is generally poor, but the 
quality is good, and is excellent in some Departments. The cider-apple 
harvest is very satisfactory on the whole, and is in full swing. In the 
South-East region, Spanish chestnuts are abundant, and the prospects for 
the olive harvest seem good. (D.C.I. 55,189.)

The first official estimate of this year’s rice crop in Japan places the yield 
at 59,376,659 koku, an increase of 933,612 koku over the actual result of last 
year’s harvest, and of 6,352,391 koku over a normal yield. The worst typhoon 
which Japan has experienced for fifty years occurred on Ist October, but the 
damage to the rice crop was slight. (D.C.I. 54,180.) 

According to forecasts issued by the Japanese Department of Agriculture 
and Commerce, the 1917 bean crop of Japan is reported to be “ fairly good.” 
In 1916, 57,389,276 kin of beans were exported, as compared with 53,607,820 
kin in 1915, and an average export of 6,877,766 kin in the three years 1912-14, 
the principal destinations of the 1916 export being the United States (65 per 
cent.), France (25 per cent.), and the United Kingdom. 

The forecast for the pea crop of 1917 is “ good.” In 1916 exports of peas 
from Japan amounted to 56.850,884 kin, as compared with 37,255,036 kin in 
1915, and an average export of 15,269,234 kin in 1912-14. The principal 
destinations of the peas exported in 1916 were: the United Kingdom (90 per 
cent.), United States, and Canada. Mr. Crowe points out that, in view of 
the increasing quantities that are being shipped to the United Kingdom, the 
prospective increase in the output of green peas (200 per cent. more than in 
1916) is of interest. 

In the Hiroshima district the 1917 peppermint crop is reported “ normal,” 
in the Hokkaido it is “‘ bad,” while the report for the Okayama district has 
not yet been received. Exports of peppermint fincluding peppermiut oil 
and menthol crystals) amounted in 1916 to 936,882 kin, as compared with 
756,004 kin in 1915, and an average export of 558,286 kin in 1912-14. The 
principal destinations of peppermint exports in 1916 were the United King- 
dom, the United States, and France. (D.C.1. 54,129.)

With reference to the foregoing, H.M. Commercial Attaché has forwarded 
Revised a translation of Instruction No. 5 of the Japanese 
Tustrnstions for Department of Agriculture and Commerce, dated 23rd 
Forecasting Rice July, 1917, amending Instruction No. 17 of the same 
and Cocoon Crops. Department, dated 3rd May, 1894. ‘These Instruc- 
tions relate to forecasts of various crops, and the 
amendments introduced by the first-named Instruction refer more particularly 
to the rice crop and the cocoon crop. 

As regards the rice crop, the revised Instruction provides, wnter alia, that 
the condition of the crop as on loth August each year should be investigated 
direct by the prefectural office, and the result reported not later than ‘ 20th 
August, making use of the following terms :—‘ Good,’ “ fairly good,” 
“normal,” “ fairly poor, ‘and “poor.” These terms will have the followi ing 
significance :—(a) “good” is to be used when the prospects are over 5 per 
cent. better than an average year, (0) “fairly good” when the prospects do 
not exceed 5 per cent. better than in an average year, (c) “normal” when 
the prospects are the same as those of an average year, (d) “fairly poor ” 
when the prospects are worse by 5 per cent. or less as compared with an 
average year, and (e) *“‘ poor’ when the prospects are over 9 per cent. worse 
than in an average year. 

The expression “condition of the crop” used above means merely the 
condition of growth, irrespective of increase or decrease in the area planted, 
and by “ average crop” is meant the average of the crops for the past seven 
years, eliminating the best year and the worst. 

In the event of the following, among other, occurrences tie local Governor 
is to forward a special report thereon, aud in cases of urgency he is to report 
by telegram: (1) Damage from insects; and (2) damage from storms, floods, 
drought, frost or hail. 

The Instruction further provides that the first forecast of the rice crop is 
to indicate the condition of the crop on 20th September, and the second 
forecast the condition on 31st October. These reports are to be received not 
later than 30th September and 10th November respectively.

NEW ZEALAND. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton) calls 
attention to the recently issued Report for 
leone the year ended 31st March, 1917, of the New 
Zealand Post and Telegraph Department, from 
which the following particulars have been taken :— 

Savings-Bank Returns.—The banking business of the Post Office Savings 
Bank showed a remarkable increase in the excess of deposits over with- 
drawals; this excess amounted to £2,618,988, while, in addition to this, the 
total amount at credit of depositors was increased during the year by no 
less than £3,436,844. At the end of the year the total balance at credit of 
depositors was £25,603,209.

NEW ZEALAND—continued. 


Development of telegraphic and telephonic communication. — The 
extension of telegraph and telephone lines was steadily proceeded with 
during the year. Forty new offices were opened, bringing the total number 
up to 2,409 on 31st March last. Of these 337 are Morse telegraph offices and 
2,072 are telephone offices. 

Telephone exchange system.—The expansion of the telephone exchange 
system continued steadily throughout the year. Ten new exchanges were 
opened and two closed. The telephone exchange system includes 3,897 miles 
of line and 142,469 miles of wire. The conversion of earth-working exchange 
to metallic circuit is steadily proceeding. 

Automatic exchanges.—The completion of the installation of automatic 
exchanges which was in progress at the end of 1915 has not yet been effected 
owing to the non-arrival of material. 

Wireless telegraphy.—The working of the wireless stations continued to be 
satisfactory. Improved methods of detecting signals by means of the ultra- 
udion were introduced at Awanui, Wellington,and at Auckland, and apparatus 
for other stations has been procured and will shortly be brought into use. 
The signals of stations using damped and undamped waves invariably come 
in of readable strength from American, Asiatic and European stations. The 
use of the detecting apparatus with a particular combination of the receiving 
circuits has demonstrated that daylight signals from stations using the 
ordinary wave lengths can be rendered plainly audible, which by the ordi- 
nary methods and the use of the crystal detector could not be heard.

NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 1911 TO 1916, 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) 
Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice of the following 
decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2400. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the construction of air raid 
shelters and dug-outs. (Application 501.) 

2401 X. All workmen engaged wholly or mainly in fleshing and puering 
sheepskins subsequent to de-wooling, whether such skins are to be tanned 
on the premises or elsewhere. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National Insurance (Part [I.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(UOmpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question of 
general interest, or wrich merely apply a principle laid down in a previous 
decision, are not published.
